On the trial 
of the ease, the jury found a verdict for the 
plaintiff for the provea value of the mule. 
A motion was made for a new trial on the 
several grounds set forth therein, which was 
overruled by the Court, and the defendant 
excepted. By the 3406 Section of the New 
Code, all railroad companies are liable to be 
sued in @hy county in which the cause of 
action originated, by any one whose person 
or property bas been injured by such Jailroad 
company, their officers, agents, or employ- 
ees, for the purpose of recovering dama 
for such injury, without any special notice 
and claim tor damages therefor, as a condi- 
tion precedent to their right to rec ver for 
such injury. To hold otherwise, would be 
inconsistent with the plain words of this 
section of the Code, which has been adopted 
as the law of the State. In this case, the 
agents of the defendant had notice of the in- 
ury done to the plaintiff’s property and the‘de- 
fendant might have teadered him the amount 
of damages done to it before suit brought 
as provided by the 3056th section of the new 
Code. The plaintiff's mule wae in a field 
around which there was a good fence, eight 
or ten rails high, but had jumped the fence 
and got on the railroad track when it was 
killed by the pmo Sy the defendant's lo- 
comotive and cars. By 3038 section of the 
new Code, the defendant was liable for 
killing the plaintiffs mule, unless it had 
been shown at the trial that the defendant’s 
agents had exercised all ordinary and rea- 
sonable care and diligence; the presumption 
that they had not done so was against the 
defendant. In relation to this material point 
in the case, the defendant offered no evi- 
dence.

The President’s Message. 


We had not the space in yesterday’s issue 
‘to comment vn the President’s message. We 
propose to do so very briefly this morning. 

The message in the main is a plain, practi- 
cal, straight-forward, business document, con-

Aretheciaims of society to be ig- 
nored? Must desolated hbeuirth-stones be 
forgotten and regard for the violated peace 
of society and ruthless destruction of family 
happiness be swallowed up in pity for the 


destroyer ? - 
Many who are subjcct to our criticism we 


honor and respect. But for the very reason, 
that excellent men, actuated by no improper 
motives, thus engage in attempts to prevent 
the rigid enforcement of law, the more 
urgent is the necessity for a correction of the 
evil. These men have allowed their sympa- 
thies to enlist their efforts without careful 
consideration ofdhe right or wrong involved. 
They should reflect upon the inevitable con- 
sequences of such a course. Aside from the 
creating of a sickly sentimentality, that will 
lessen the dread of the Jaw through 
the hope of escaping its penalty, it weakens 
the judicial officer and especially embarrasses 
the Executive of the State, sworn to the 
faithful execution of the laws and yet pos 

sessed of human sympathies like to his peti- 
tioners. Fortunately, Georgia has a Gover- 
nor who unflinchingly stands by the Couris 
and refuses to intervene between the guilty 
and the penalty. But does not history 
warrant the assertion, that other Gover- 
nors shall come, who. will not 
thus withstand the clamorous 
appeal for mercy? Here, then, is another 
danger. False sympathy tends to createa 
state of public sentiment that wiil overwhelm 
Governors and remove the overawing sight 
of the gallows from the eyes of the lawless, 
and re-assure the now cowering demon of 
murder. No oneshould sign a petition, who 
is not conscientiously convinced of its right- 
fulness, and yet how few there are who do se 
and how many excuse themselves with the 


interest cf the county. They were clothed 
with the power and authority to act for the 
county, and not the complainants. 

Another objection is that the 
Acts of 1872 and 1873 are 
void because they refer to more than one 
subject-matter, and contain matters different 
from what is expressed in the title thereof. 
The subject-matter of the Act of 1873 is to 
authorize the counties of Butts and Lee to 
issue bonds for the erection of the public 
buildings in the respective counties. The two 
Acts in relation to the coanty of Lee should 
be construed together as one Act. The sub- 
ject-matter of both Acts is the removal 

the county site ol Lee county, 
to provide for the ereciion 
of the public buildings at the new county 
site, and to provide for the payment of the 
cost of such removal by the county. The 
removal of the county site of Lee county, 
and providing the mode of paying the cost 
of such removal incident to the erection of 
the public buildings at the new site, cannot 
fairly be said to be more than one subject 
matter, as contemplated by the Constitution, 
and that isall thatthe original and emendato- 
ry Act contemplates. Nor does the original and 
amendatory Act Which provides for the re- 
moval of the county site of Lee county, when 
it provides the means of paying the cost by 
the county of the erection of the public 
buildings at the new site incident to such re- 
moval, contain matter different from 
what is expressed in the title thereof, as con- 
templated by the Constitution. The remova® 
of the county site of Lee county, and pro- 
viding for the psyment of the county of the 
cost incident tg such removal, relates to the 
same mstter. It is also objected that it is not 
competent under the Constitution for the 
General Assembly to confer the authority on 
the commissioners to tax the citizens of Lee 
county, that the duty of imposing 
taxes must be conferred on _ the 
regular constituted authorities of the county. 
If we concede this to be go, still the amend- 
atory Act of 1873, which provides for the 
issuing of bonds by the county of Lee to 
build a new court-house and jail at the new 
county site of said county, confers the un- 
qualified power and authority on the Ordi- 
nary of Lee county, and he is expressly re- 
quired to levy and have collected, from year 
to year an extraordinary tax to meet the 
interest and to take up said bonds as they 
may become due. If the original Act was 
objectionable as to the tax being levied by 
the Ordinary on the requisition of the com- 
missioners, the amended act coversit. In 
view of the facts of this case, as disclosed in 
the record, we find no error in the refusal of 
the Court to grant the injunction. Let the 
judgment of the Court below be affi:med.
